‘When the deposit is of considerable thickness it requires to be 
worked out in stages or stories. Whilst the pillars of the top stage 
are being worked out, or before if found advisable, the shaft is deep- 
ened, and a second stage is opened out 15 to 20 yards below the first 
stage. A sufficient number of pillars must be left near the shaft to 
avoid all risk of damage to the shaft. When the pillars in the first 
stage have been worked out thus far, the levels and drifts in the 
second stage will have been driven up to the boundary, and the 
working away of the pillars in the second stage is commenced, and 
carried on in a similar manner to that described for the first stage. 
Since, however, a considerable thickness of ore remains between the 
floor of the first stage and the roof of the second, or rather forming 
the roof of the second stage, this falls in after the pillars of the

HYDRAULIC WORKINGS. 


The use of water for the purpose of winning minerals has not been 
known or practised till within comparatively recent times except in 
the case of salt mines. More recently its use has been practised for | 
obtaining cement copper from old heaps of minerals containing | 
copper pyrites, and on a large scale in California, for the winning 
of gold from the alluvial ground in which itis found. The largest | 
mining operations carried on by the use of water is perhaps to be | 
found in the so called “ sink works,” by means of which many of the 
largest fand most important salt deposits in Europe are worked. | 
Three chief divisions: can be made in the mode in which water is 
made use of in mining operations as a means of getting the mineral. | 


—l, It may be used in the form of a strong jet in salt mines, to cut | 
the mineral in various directions to form blocks, which may easily be | 
detached by blasting, As such it takes the place of the ordinary | 


pick, The action of the water in this case is really twofold; it acts 


both by dissolving the salt and by the mechanical force with which | 


it loosens and carries away undissolved particles. Under this first 
division the water may be said. to act as a cutting agent.—2. The 
dissolving power of the water may alone be made. use of in getting 
the mineral.—3, Aad, lastly, water may act entirely mechanically, in 
loosening and washing away the alluvial ground containing the 
muineral or ' metal,

by Ramsauer in the mines at Hallstadt and Ischt The following is 
the mode of employing the water jet when driving stret work.

wards the face of the level is perforated with very fine holes 1 to 2 
millimeters in diameter, out of which the water issues in very fine 
jets with considerable force: By allowing the water to enter any one 
or more or the whole of the compartments the jets can be made to 
issue at any height or over the whole height of the level. Instead of 
the pipe being arranged in compartments, it may be so arranged as 
to clase any portion of the openings in the pipe at pleasure, The 
water is allowed to issue from the holes at the upper end of the pipe 
first, and. the others:in succession towards the. bottom of the pipe. 
The object of this is to economise the water, since that portion which 





dissolving more salt until it becomes saturated. On this account, 
therefore, the upper jets are stronger than those which issue from the 
lower part of the pipe. Besides this vertical pipe the main is con- 
nected to an horizontal pipe by means of a'flexible hose. When the 
level is not very wide the horizontal pipe may be made of such.a 
length that it can be wedged in position between the sides. This is 
likewise perforated with very fine holes on the side next the face, 
though which the water issues in fine jets, undercutting in the height 
at which the pipe is wedged. In very wide levels or in getting the 
pillars it may be inconvenient to have an horizontal pipe as long as 
the level is wide. In this case the horizontal pipe is best attached 
by a muff to a vertical tube or rod, which can be wedged in any posi- 
tion between the roof and floor. The muff allows of the horizontal 
pipe being raised and lowered, and, consequently, fixed at any desired 
height. The horizontal pipe is connected by means of a flexible piece 
with the main. 

When the water jet is used for getting down the roof of a level or 
is used in overstoping a single thick and powerful jet is employed. 
For driving narrow places it is often found more economical to wash 
away the whole area instead of cutting and afterwards blasting. For 
this work the main is connected by a flexible hose with a short nar- 
row pipe, the mouth of which is rose-shaped, with several concentric 
rings of holes, through which the water jets issue in slightly divergent 
directions. The pipe is held in the hand, and can be directed by the 
workman to any portion of the heading. 

As described above the full dissolving power of the water is not 
made use of. Where economy in the use of water is of considerable 
importance, the following method employed at the salt mine 
Wilhalmsgliick, near Hall on the Kocher, may be employed. .The 
deposit is 28 feet, and is worked on the stall and pillar system, the 
stalls being 13 feet wide, and the pillars 13 feet square. The deposit 
is opened out by driving headings 13 ft. wide and 6 ft. high in the 
top portion of it. . The remaining 22 ft.in thickness of the stalls 
which follow the headings at some distance is got by first cutting 
slits 1 in. wide and 1 in. deepin the verticalface. By meansof short 
narrow spouts a stream of water of about the thickness of.a straw is 
allowed to run down each slit. Since the clear water dissolves the 
salt more rapidly than when it is partially saturated, the upper por- 
tion of the slit will be deepened much more rapidly than the.lower. 
To remedy this the spout can be pushed forwards so as to overhang 
the back of the slit at the upper end, and by means of a string sus- 
nded from the end of. the spout the clear water can be caused to 
run along the string direct to any desired portion of the slit.. By this 
means the back of the slit can be kept approximately vertical. Each 
slit 22 feet in height: required 1 cubic foot of water per hour, and 
deepened the slit by hes One man per 12 hours shift could attend 
to 12 slits, giving as the equivalent for one man’s labour for a 12 hours 
shift 12 vertical slits, each 22 ft. long, deepened 4 in., or one vertical 
slit 22 ft. long deepened. 4 ft. The slits are usually placed 6 ft. 
apart. This method is generally combined with -an ‘under stoping 
arrangement of getting the salt with wide stalls.

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| THE NORTHAMPTONSHIRE IRON TRADE. 
| 


' Of late there has been a considerable increase in the production of 
| pig-iton and ore in Northamptonshire, and large quantities of the 
| latter are daily sent over the Midland Railway to Derbyshire and 
| the adjoining counties. Such has been the demand for pig that at the 
| Irthlingborough Works the Messrs. BUTLIN have recently put their 

second furnace in blast. The furnace belonging to the same firm at 
| Wellingborough was pulled down some time since to make way for 
| improvements, so that there are now only two belonging to it. 
| Whilst visiting the district during the present week we found a great 
| deal more activity than formerly. The largest establishment in the 
| county is that at Finedon, belonging to the Glendon Company, who 
| have five furnaces going, getting the stones near to the works. The 

plant is an excellent one in every way, there being two powerful en- 
| gines for the blast, one of them made by the Lilleshall Company, 

being something like 150-horse power, having 12 revolutions per 
| minute. The gases from the furnaces are utilised for the stoves and 
| boilers. Some new ironstone pits have been lately tapped near to 
| the works, so that there is abundance of ore for the supplying of the 

furnaces. Near to the works a plant for the manufacture of glass 
| bottles from the slag was put down, but lately there has been nothing 
| done, although a large number of bottles have been produced by the 
| process. It is, however, expected that before long the works will be 
| once more in operation, for slag bottle manufacture should be a pro- 
| fitable one, seeing that the principal material necessary can be had 

without cost, as our ironmasters are only too glad to get the slag 
taken away. 

It is now about 26 years since Mr. BLACKWELL drew attention to 
the discovery of the ironstone near to Wellingborough, and since Mr. 
W. BUTLIN commenced the building of his first furnace, and since 
then the development of the stone has been most rapid, for so far as 
the output of stone is concerned the county stands next to Cleveland 
and Cumberland. A good deal of this success is due to the Midland 
Railway Company, which gave a moderate rate to Derbyshire and

The demand for our coal in France would appear to be stil] steagi 
increasing. In January this year we sent the French 370,759 a 
of coal, while the corresponding exports in January, 1879, did noter. 
ceed 322,948 tons, and in January, 1878,286,768 tons. Instead of the 
French using the 1,000,000 tons of English coal annually about 
which they used to grumble 20 years since, their consumption of 
English combustible would appear to be now proceeding at the me 
of between 4,000,000 tons and 5,000,000 tons per annum, Yet the 
extraction of coal is increasing at the same time from the soil of 
France. Some 40 years since there was scarcély any coal mining 
carried on in the Nord and the Pas-de-Calais, this remark applring 
more particularly to the Pas-de-Calais; but in 1879 these tio ry 
partments produced between them 7,342,121 tons, as compared with 
7,069,855 tons in 1878; showing an augmentation of 272,266 tons last 
year. This augmentation was not without its importance in its way: 
still it proved utterly powerless to arrest the increasing demand for 
English coal which prevailed among the Freneh all through 1879 

Coal mining has acquired much more vigour among the Germays 
than among the French, and the extraction of coal from the soil of 
the German empire appears also to be steadily increasing. Yet, not. 
withstanding all this, the demand for our coal would seem tobe 
growing, rather than otherwise, among the Germans, who imported 
79,909 tons in January, 1880, as compared with 58,912 tons in January 
1879, and 38,940 tons in January, 1878. In Spain, again, coal mining 
has been rather growing in importance of late years; but notwith 
standing this, we sent the Spaniards 78,750 tons of our coal in 
January this year, as compared with 78,321 tons in January, 1879, 
and 74,550 tons in January, 1878. Such statistics as these appear to 
induce the conclusion that if English coal car but be sold upon the 
markets of the world at anything like a moderate price, there is sire 
to be a tolerably good demand for it. The old question presents 
itself whether the continual growth which appears to be taking place 
in the demand for our coal on the part of our colonics and foreign 
countries is an unmixed advantage. It is, indeed, matter for arm. 
ment and consideration whether in sending more and more of out 
coal abroad we are not unduly accelerating the exhaustion of out 
coal supplies, while neighbouring commuuities are at the same time 
economising their coal resources.

REPORT FROM THE FOREST OF DEAN. 


Feb. 19.—The Forest Coal Trade ever since the beginning of De- | 
cember has been in a deplorable condition. The unwise procedure 
of raising the price of coal a second shilling a ton, whilst the neigh- 
bouring proprietors of the Welsh coal field had only gone up a six- 
pence per ton, almost swamped the Forest trade. The Great Western 
traffic receipts for coal out of the district immediately fell off to the 
extent of several hundred pounds a week. The policy of running up 
the price of coal above the prices elsewhere was a most ill-advised 
piece of policy, and has been most disastrous in its consequences. 
The result, so far, has been to bring down the trade to a minimum 
in midwinter, when it ought to have attained its maximum. In 
November there was a good trade, and had the prices remained 
stationary there is no room to doubt but that a good trade would 
have continued up to the present date. The merchants warned the 
proprietary of what would be the effects of a high-price policy, 
should they carry it out, and the effects predicted occurred accord- 
ingly—the local trade at once alarmingly fell off, and has continued 
bad ever since. The merchants went at once to cheaper markets, 
leaving the Forest pits to take rest until at least wiser counsels should 
be adopted. We have on various occasions remarked upon the un- 
wisdom of the Forest coal masters “ making haste” to advance the 
— of coal. They appear to be perfectly innocent of the know- 

edge of such an author as Adam Smith, or of the importance of 
adapting the prices of coal to the competition of the times. A wise 
licy for conducting the business of the district is of the highest 
importanee, as ill-judged measures may have the effect of causing 
the best customers to fight shy of the district by giving their pre- 
ference to markets which will enable them to adapt their businesses 
to the times. A severance once effected, and a new connection 
formed elsewhere, it is rather a difficult process to win them back. 
The best part of the present season for the coal trade has been lost 
to both mastersand workmen. It isa great loss to the proprietary, not- | 
withstanding that they may have plenty to fall back upon, and their 
samilies may lose none of the comforts or even luxuries of life, but 
it is very different indeed with their workmen; they have little or 
nothing to fall back upon, so that employment falling off to about 
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preferably four radiating walls for a kiln 16 ft. In diameter, thus 
dividing the kiln into four vertical divisions, forming, when the walls 
are carried from the bottom to the top of the kiln, four distinct and 
separate kilns. The said walls may of course be carried on arches 
any desired height from the bottom of the kiln if preferred, and re- 
lieving arches may be built as described for a blast-furnace. The 
filling-in openings are arranged to suit the divisions, and the tops of 
the walls are protected as already described. The chief objects de- 
sired to be attained by placing the walls or divisions inside a calcin- 
ing kiln are—(1.) to lessen the pulverisation of the materials within 
the kiln and thus prevent waste, (2.) to lessen the liability of the kilu 
to choke or gob, and in case of such choking or gobbing occurring to 
render it more easy to be dealt with, owing to the lesser mass, and to 
jenable the remaining divisions to be worked though one may be 
choked, and (3.) (in the case of the walls being carried from the 
bottom to the top of the kiln) to enable different kinds of materials 
to be calcined in the same kiln at the same time and all kept separate. 
It will, of course, be understood that the dividing walls, whether in 
a blast-furnace or a calcining kiln, may be built otherwise than 
radially, but the radial walls appear much preferable. 








APPARATUS FOR SEPARATING ORES. 


For the purpose of separating ores or materials of different specific 
gravities Capt. O. G. Bolitho, Third Prince of Wales Dragoons, of 
Gort, Ireland, proposes to employ casings forming channels having 
the same breadth throughout, or nearly so, but increasing in length 
from bottom to top. These casings may be formed by two similar 
cones or pyramids, one inside the other, with their axes vertical, so 
that by raising or lowering the inner cone or pyramid the channel be- 
tween them can be altered in breadth when desired. The outer casing 
is not brought down to a point, but is truncated and connected to a 
vertical chamber or tube, the connection being watertight. There | 
may be several such casings side by side, debouching into one common | 
chamber. This chamber or tube is closed at the bottom, and at a | 
point in its side or bottom it is supplied with water from a pipe having | 
a regulating stop-cock. Close to the bottom of the chamber there is | 
a discharge-cock, by which the ores and substances treated pass out 
of the chamber. | 

When the regulating stop-cock is opened and water allowed to | 
flow into the chamber it will rise in the casing, its velocity uni- | 
formly diminishing the higher it rises from the increasing size of the | 
channel, and on reaching the top, where it has scarcely any motion, 
it will trickle or quietly flow over the outer edge of the casing into 
a gutter orlaunder. All eddying of the water is prevented, since the | 
channel, which is narrow, is of the same breadth throughout, so that | 
the water in rising can flow laterally but in one direction. The ores 
or substances to be treated flow from a launder into the whole length 
of the channel at the top of the casing, and drop on to the surface of | 
the water where there is scarcely any motion. There is a strip or por- | 
tion partly in and partly out of the water, extending all round the top 
of the channel, dividing it into two parts. The ores or substances to 
be treated fall on to the water in the inside part, and are thus pre- 
vented from extending laterally and flowing at once over the edge | 
of the outing casing. The heavier particles of the ores or substances 
o be treated will pass down through the casing, in spite of the cur-

The Messrs. Crawshay are well able to put men on short | 
time, for the simple reason that they have large quantities of ore | 
stored at the coke yard, adjacent to the furnaces, which store needs | 
reducing. And although more or increased smelting is being done, | 
the accumulation is so abundant that there is no likelihood of there 
being a scarcity. Still we hope that the breach betwixt the firm and 
the men alluded to will soon be healed. Iron mining on the western 
side of the Forest is in a sluggish state, some recent prospects of 
resumption of active work at some mines having been frustrated by 
some unexplained circumstances. The Parkend furnaces and the 
furnaces at Sewdley are not yet reported as having been started. 
The Tinplate and Wire Manufacturing Works of the district are still 
fairly employed—the only industries of the district which can be 
reported as at present active and satisfactory. The Whimsey and 
Mitcheldean Road line is now complete as to rails, the whole length 
having been laid and the ballasting done, but no intermediate 
stations at Drybrook and Steam Mills have been erected, nor even 
commenced. The engineer of the company, resident at Gloucester, | 
was to inspect the line early this week, and it is expected that goods | 
trains will almost at once be put in service over the line ; but pas- | 
senger traffic, it is expected, will be deferred, it is said, for several 
months to come.

BLAST FURNACES AND CALCINING KILNS, 


An improved and simple form of furnace has been invented by | 
Mr. ALFRED HICKMAN, of Spring Vale Furnaces, Wolverhampton ; 
it is divided in the interior by one or more vertical walls or divisions | 
of any suitable material to withstand the action of the fire. The said 
walls are preferably built 9 in. thick and of fire-bricks of good quality, 
and are preferably built radiating from the centre of the furnace to 
the lining, being properly bonded into one another at the centre, and 
may be also into the lining. Inthe case ofa blast-furnace for smelt- 
ing iron the walls are carried on arches the same width as the walls | 
and spanning the interlor of the furnace, the springings of which 
should commence at a point above the zone of fusion—that is to say, | 
the arches spring at a point about 25 ft. above the bottom of the 
hearth, it being preferred to start the walls as low down as they will 
stand wiihout being melted. For a furnace about 17 ft, diameter of 
bosh he prefers to have four radiating walls, that is two walls cross- 
ing one another at right angles, and forming four distinct vertical 
divisions, but the number of divisions may of course be varied to suit 
the size and height of the furnace and the materials used in smelting. 
The arches carrying the division walls should have a good rise at the 
centre, being preferably semi-circular or nearly so. Relieving arches 
may be built in the division walls a few feet above the arches carry- 
ing the walls, so as to support the main portion of the walls in case 
of the lower portions being burnt out. The walls are preferably 
carried to the filling level of the furnace. 

The invention is equally applicable to open and closed top furnaces, | 
but if the furnace be close-topped and worked with a cup and cone, 
the top of the division walls must be low enough to leave room tor 
the cone to work, and they should be high enough to catch the cone 
if let fall by any failure of the lifting gear.
